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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention- 
Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 

to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appHcant regards as the 

invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the old map" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. In order to advance prosecution of this' patent application, 
"the old map" will be interpreted as "the initial map". 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6, 13, 22 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 1,9, 18 and 24 recite sending a fi*ee buffer enquiry to each address which is 
determined to be missing fi-om the initial map, but which exist in the new map. A one is written 
into memory is a response is received fi-om the transmitted token rotation. However, in claims 6, 
13, 22 and 28, the FBE is transmitted when a one exists, e.g. the address exists in the initial map. 
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Because the FBE is only transmitted to those units existing in the new map, and not the initial 
map, the claimed limitation of claims 6, 13, 22 and 28 are not sufficiently enabled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-21, 23-27 and 29 are allowed 

In interpreting the claims in light of the specification, the prior art does not teach or 
suggest, either alone or in combination, a system and method of detecting units comprising 
building an initial map, building a new map, comparing the two maps to determine differences, 
and sending a free buffer enquiry to each address found in the new map and missing from the * 
initial map, and further building a master map based on the new map and responses to the FEB.
